Cleveland, Sept. 2 .-W ith the break­ 
ing of dawn Sunday tho citizens of 
Cleveland aw-dee to look open h Keene 
of unparalleled devastation and destruc­ 
tion caused by a raging fi xxi. 
W hile 
the entire city wan more or less affect­ 
ed, the groat volume of raging w ater 
vented its anger over miles of the east­ 
ern portion of the city and caused an 
am ount of damaged approximated at 
11,000,000. 
The appalling overflow was caused by 
a terrific rum th at commenced to fall 
shortly after 2 ©’ok* R Sunday mon!1"-' 
turned into a perfect cloudburst be­ 
tween the hours of 8 aud 5. 
The storm 
was the heaviest th at ever swept over 
Cleveland since the establishment of 
the government bureau in this city over 
40 years ago. 
That no lives were lost is nothing, 
short of a miracle, as the stories of 
thrilling escapes from the water on sev­ 
eral of the principal resident streets of 
the city an? told. 
The surging waters spread over an 
area in the • ast nearly eight miles long 
and a mile and a half wide, extending 
from W oodland Hills avenue to East 
Cleveland and I-ack to east Madison 
arenae. 
Over a large share of this ter­ 
ritory the w ater rushed w ith terrific 
force varying in depth from one foot to 
six feet. 
Culverts, trestles aud bridges 
were torn down and for hours nothing 
seemed capable of stemming the tide of 
destruction. H undreds of residents w ho 


w 
e a r im prisoned in their homes like 
stranded islanders were almost panic 
stricken. 
Danger signals were flashed about 
the city aa speedily as the disabled tel­ 
ephone system would allow and the 
work of rescue commenced. 
Roff boats 
plied hack and forth, assisting whole 
families from perilous positions, bot 
these proved pitifully inadequate and it 
was soon found necessary to go to the 
extraordinary precaution of calling on 
the life saving crew from the river, a 
distance of seven miles. 
The life boats 
were quickly loodi-d on wagons and 
hurried to the scene of destruction. 
The torrent surged w ith aw ful force 
for hours in lieeriug street from t air- 
niouut to the Boulevard and over a 
dozen fam ilies were peuued in like rats 
in a trap w ith w ater five aud six feet 
deep surrounding their homes. At this 
jxiint the life saving crew worked val­ 
iantly aud assisted by squads of fir* 
men aud policemen, finally succeeded 
rn lauding the terror-stricken people in 
places of safety. 
The torrents unearthed 
scores of 
graves in the St Joseph cemetery and 
the bodies were tossed about iu the 
w ater.and some lodged in the gutters 
on the streets. 
Through Glenville the overflow was 
terribly destructive. 
Many houses are 
swamped, culverts torn out aud several 
streets turned into seething quagmires. 
The loss in the village is estim ated at 
1100,000.
